Gleichen History 


(BY BILLY HOLT, AGE 11) 

Gleichen was originally a trading 
post and later became the centre of 
the cattle country. Until the early 
1920’s it was the only town from Mc- 
leod on the southwest to the Red 
Deer River, to the east and from 

* Medicine Hat to Calgary on the rail- 
way 

It is one of the oldest settlements 
in this locality being olden than Cal- 
gary. At the time of the building of 
the railway in 1888 it was named 
after an Austrian named Von Glei- 
chen, The Canadian Pacific round 
house was originally located here and 
later moved to Calgary. 

The first business was owned by 
Mr. Victor Beaupre and his store con- 
tained everything from saddles to 
glass beads The first hotel in Glel- 
chen was Mrs. Malloney’s boarding 
house which later became the old Pal- 
ace Hotel. It was moved and torn 
torn down in 1904. A new hotel called 
the new Palace Hotel was built in 
1904, It also burnt down also in 1923, 
The first lumber yard was owned by 
Emil Griesbach who was a familiar 
figure in the old timer sextion of the 
Calgary Stampede untj] ihs death, 

The Anglican Churcis built in 1883 
was the third oldest church in Canada, 
The first pastor was Rev. Canon 
Stocken, He came here for the 
Anglican mission about the same time 
as Father Lacombe was teaching 
among the Blackfeet. One of the 
first Catholic missionaries was Father 
Doucet who lived at Cluny in the 
mission and was known and liked by 
all the people, until his death not so 
long ago in the Blackfoot scool, 

The present United Church was 
built in 1908. The Protestant ser- 
vices were held in the station house. 

The first settlers sent their child- 
ren to the little log school where Mr. 
Boos lives at the present time. That 
house and ‘part of Matiiisons and 
Haskaynes’ houses are built of logs 
and are the oldest still in Gleichen, 
The present school was built in 1908, 
An agricultura] school was built by 
the Dominion government and later 
became the Salvation Army home 
for aged men. At one time there was 
also a hospital at the west end ot 
town.

December Survey 


At the present time farmers 
vhbroughout Canada are receiving tine 
annua] December questionnaire ton- 
cerning livestock poultry, farm labor 
and acreages on their own farms The 
questionnire is being sent out by the 
agricultural division of the Lomin- 
ion Bureau of Statistics in cooperation 
with he provincial departments of 
agriculture The answers given by 
farmers to the questions on the forms 
wiil provide the basis for estimating 
the numbers of livestock and poultry 
in Canada at December, 1948, together 
with the marketings and farm kill of 
livestock during the last six months. 
‘Estimates of farm labor and acreages 
seeded and harvested wil] also he 
obtained from the returns, 

The success of the suvey and the 
accuracy of the agricultural statistics 
published by the Bureau and the sev- 
eral provincial departments of agri- 
culture depend on the co-operation of 
farmers in filling out and returning 
the questionnaires. A widespread 
response from al] types of farmers 
throughout each province is needed 
in order that the statistics can be 
based on a sufficiently large number 
of reports from representative sam- 
ple of farms throughout Canada, 

The statistics obtained from the sur- 
vey are used extesively throughout 
the year. The Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics is the official source of 
statistical information in Canada and 
jts figures are used by governments, 
farm organizations, industry to plan 
future operations, 
| ganizations and industry to plan 
future operations. International or- 
ganizations such as the world Food 
and Agriculture Organization depend 
on the bureau to supply up-to-date 
figures on- Canada’s agricultural in- 
dustry. The farmer, through his 
response to the questionnaires sent out 


by the Bureau, has a real opportunity 


to help form a true picture of agri- 


cultura] conditions, and it is in his 


own interest to do so,

An English Journey 


~By Walter Legge representing the 
Canadian Weekly Newspaper Asse 
fation, 

A short distance away is the Blood 
spring or Chalice Well under the 
waters of which, according to legend 
Joseph of Arimathea hid the Holy 
Grail, or Chalice of the Last Supper 
whereupon the waters gushed fortn 
red. It is reasonably certain to be- 
lieve that the first Chistian baptism 
in England took place here. The 
masonry is believed to be of Druidic 
ovigin, The spring is chalybeate and 
jts output of 25,000 gallons a day has 
never failed. 

Other ancient landmarks in Glas- 
tonbury include the Pilgrims Inn, 
built by Abbot Selwood in the 15th 
century with a remarkably panelled 
front the Abbot’s Barn, a cruciform 
building, 98 feet long with massive 
walls, dating from the fourteenth 
century; the Abbots Kitchen, a gem 
of medieval architecture, and the 
ancient almshouses. 

Before leaving Bristol, we paid a 
visit to Bristol Cathedral which is not 
so well known to Canadians as it 
should be, for it is a beautiful build- 
ing with many Canadian associations.

HINTS ON CHOCOLATE DIPPING 

Melt chocolate in top of double 
boiler, never letting any steam or 
water get into it. 

Do not let the chocolate get hotter 
than 100F. when melting—this means 
water over which dipping chocolate 
is melted should not boil—merely be 
hot enough to steam, 

Dipping chocolate should be cooled 
30 en before the centres are dip- 
ped.

For Irrigation In Central Sask. 


SASKATOON. — John Mitchell, 
head of the soils department at the 
University of Saskatchewan, esti- 
mates approximatelgp600,000 acres of 
farm lands in central Saskatchewan 
are suitable for irrigation. 

Under Mitchell's supervision, soil 
areas in central Saskatchewan have 
been assessed from the irrigation 
standpoint over the past two years. 

The surveys have been carried out 
in order to find how much land is 
suited to irrigation when the propos- 
ed Elbow dam is constructed, 

Conducts Soil Surveys 

In 1947, teams under his direction 
conducted soil surveys on over 1,000,- 
000 acres of farm lands in central 
Saskatchewan; 500,000 acres were 
found to be suitable for irrigation. 
This year’s four extension surveys 
covered another 400,000 acres. The 


findings are still being tabulated.

such as Dover, Coventry, Hull, Ports- 
mouth, ete., but Bristol shows more 
concentrated damage than any other 
city visited on this trip. 

If anyone is interested in stories of 
the war, thousands of them can be 
collected, for although little is left on 
the sevret list, only a smallkpercentage 
of the stories have ever been told, in 
print at any rate. 

Next week some of these war stories 
will be told.
